New Social Security 
Taxes Announced 


Two new social-security taxes to 
finance universal pay-as-you-go 
old age pensions of $40 a month 
for everyone over 70, beginning 
January 1 next, were announced to 
the Commons last Thursday by Fi- 
nance Minister Abbott, 

In what amounted to a baby bud 
get without the usual budgetary 
trappings, he disclosed; 

1. A special two percent levy on 
taxable income to begin July 1 
next, with a limit of $60 a year on 
the amount any taxpayer will be 
asked to contribute, This is expect- 
ed ito yield about $95,000,000 a year, 

2, Another two percent levy on 
corporation incomes—Wwith no limit 
—beginning January 1 next, This 
is expected to yield $65,000,000 a 
year, 


At the same time, in what he 
called a “2-2-2 formula” for social. 
security taxing, Mr, Abbott an- 


nounced that one-fifth of the ten 
percent sales tax will be diverted 
to pensions financing, providing 
$145,000,000 a year, 

The sum of these tax changes, 
estimated at about $300,000,000 an- 
nually, will go into a special social- 
security fund from which the $40-a 
month payments will be paid to all 
Canadians over 70 without a means

OLD AGE PROBLEM 


Very shortly, according to reliable estimates, this 
country will have about two and one half million people 
aged 60 years or more. This fact—whether it comes be- 
cause of the advances made by medical science to im- 
prove the individual's longevity or simply because 
better living and eating have combined to combat more 
successfully the ravages of disease—is a cheeful one, 
but it poses a problem: What do we do if these people 
are not satisfied with retirement and want to keep on 
working? 

Certainly, a good percentage of them will not have 
to work. A combination of their own personal thrift 
through their productive years, plus industrial pension 
plan payments, plus an expected expansion in the gov- 
ernment old age pension plan, will keep them going 
without the necessity of working. But there are plenty 
who will come in this category who won't want to quit. 
They will want to keep on working. They will not Sea 

| 


and some of them will never be until their dying day— 
mentally prepared to retire. 


Then there are some who will be financially unable} 
to quit working, but they will be faced with the preju- | 
dice against employing elderly people. Their self-| 
respect and their normal functioning as human beings 
will be endangered. So will their health, because a lot) 
of the fading away and deterioration that usually set 
in with old age are definitely attributable to enforced 
idleness. 


One medical authority claims that society must 
find jobs for these older people who wish to continue 
working. This doctor, Robert T. Monroe, of the Harvard | 
Medical School, has offered several ideas on the prob- | 
lem, but, in our opinion, his suggestion that a new 
approach to public thought about old age must be found 
is of vital importance. 

When all's said and done, older people are normal | 
in all essential respects to younger people. Just because | 
a man has reached an arbitrary retiring age does not| 
mean that he must refrain from pursuing anything but 
a short-range program. In fact, there's nothing to stop 
a retired man from being re-trained in some skill that 
would not only benefit him, but the community and the 
economy as well. 

A plan that would bring willing elderly persons 
back into production could kill three birds with one 
stone: It would keep their costs to society within reas- 
onable bounds; it would add to the country’s wealth; it 
would make for happier older people. The last fact 
alone might contribute as much to greater longevity for 
Canadians as any further strides in medical science.

USING FARM STRAW 


Wheat straw is a good source of 
paper and insulation board. The 
major stumbling block in the path 
of straw-utilizing industries, how 
ever, is the difficulty in obtaining 
continuing supplies at reasonable 


“prices. This information was given 


to farmers at Okotoks recently by 
J. FE. Stone, research chemist with 
the national research council in 
Saskatoon. 

On wheat land in the parkland 
area about .68 of a ton of straw per 
acre could be obtained if the grain 
were threshed, and about 4 of a 
ton if combined, he stated. Further, 
1’, tons of straw would make 
2.600 square feet of half-inch insul- 
ating and building material, similar 
to that now on the market. It would 
be twice as strong as the insulating 
board made from wood, and almost 
as good an insulator,

Grain drying on the farms: 

With dull, damp weather fea- 
turing the harvest season’ the 
thoughts of some farmers are turn- 
ing to methods of drying grain arti- 
ficially, Proceed with caution, ad- 
vises A.M. Wilson, Field Crops Com- 
missioner, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, 

Some prominence has been given 
recently to chemicals that release | 
carbon dioxide when mixed with | 
tough or damp grain, Theoretically, | 
carbon dioxide displaces air in the | 
volume of grain and prevents spoil. | 
age for any length of time. When| 
grain is moved the chemical will | 
have no further effect, since air will | 
again replace the carbon dioxide 
and heating will be inevitable. The 
chemicals do not dry the grain, they 
merely reduce heating until such 
a time as air again replaces the 
carbon dioxide given off by the 
‘ chemical. 

“Air Blast” driers 
some places with varying degrees 
of success. This drier operates on 
ithe principle of blowing heated air 
| from an air cooled motor into a bin 
j or pile of grain. The air is under 
only slight pressure. It follows the 
course of least resistance through 
the grain and while it may reduce 
the moisture in some parts of the 
granary, higher concentrations may 
| be built up where the air volume 
has spent its force. Water con- 
| ditions also affect this type of a 
drier. If the air is damp or if the 
| outside air humidity is high, the 
drying effect is considerably reduc. 
ed.

Notes From the DA. 


(By Hugh McPhail) 


I have in my oflice a supply of 
the 1951 press bulletin published by 
the University of Alberta. These 
contain results of livestock experi- 
ments conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Animal Science 1950-51. 


The experiments were conducted 
with steers, sheep, pigs and dairy 
cattle, and the main purpose of 
these experiments with beef cattle 
was to determine whether low grade 
wheat could be fed economically. 

The tests showed the following 
results as far as profits were con- 
cerned: 

The steers in the experiment cost 
$24.13 per cwt. and sold at a mar- 
gin of $7.84 average and returned 
the following profit—those on high 


quality feed $92.69 per head; those | 


on low quality (frozen) Wheat and 

oats $81.72 per head. 

Returns For Feed Consumed 
Profits credited to grain: 
Oats, per bu won. we $2.79 
Barley, per bu. oo... $3.94 
Wheat, per bu. . . $5.09

HOG PRODUCTION 


Hog production is on the increase 
in the prairie provinces. The num- 
ber of hogs on farms in this area 
1951, was 1,991,000. 
This was an increase of 479,000 over 
figures for the same date one year 
before. 

The increase in hog production is 
unquestionably due to the ample 
feed supplies and the favorable hog 
barley ratio. On a Winnipeg basis 
that ratio on September &th showed 
that a 200 pound hog, liveweight, 
grading Bl brought $54.40, while 
the value of 21 bushels of barley 
required to feed the hog to maturi 
ty was $24.57, leaving a hog feed 
margin of $29.83, 

While hog prices have declined 
since that date and barley prices 
have risen, there is still a substan. 
tial margin in between the cost of 
the barley feed and the sale price 
of the finished animal.
